It wns reported, at a recent meeting of 
tho Edinburgh Botanical Society, that 
vegetation in tho Botanical Gardens was 
about throe weeks behind, ami that this 
had been tho most backward spring re- 
corded for twenty-eight yea; ■ pint. 

The English War Office is considering 
tho propriety of allowing officers of mili- 
tia tho privilege of wearing gold instead 
of silver lace, a change which would bo 
hailed, says a solemn English journal, 
with immense satisfaction throughout the 
militia Bervice. 

A veteran wrestler, named Win, Pear- 
son, of Haltwhistlo, Northumberland, 
died in a wrestling ring at Newcastlo-up- 
ou-Tyno, shortly after tunriug wrestled 
with Proudlock. A doctor said tho 
internal organs had been ruptured. 
Pearson was about 50 .years of agu. 

Tuo King's and Queen's College of 
Physicians in Ireland having just grant- 
ed diplomas in medicine nnd midwifery 
to three unmarried young women, tho 
number of female doctors who may freely 
practice in England without iufringiug 
the very stringent laws on tho subject is 
now raised to exactly half a dozen.

The police mo greatly excited by tho 
perpetration of a daring highway rob- 
bery on Black heath, the equal of which 
has scarcely beou known Lo tho present 
generation. Mr. Hodgson, one of tho 
solicitors to tho Treasury, who resides 
at 8 Granville Park, Lowishatn, visited 
bis brother-iu-law, tho Rev. W. M. 
Thompson, of Woolwich common, in 
company with his sister and niece, and 
loft in a hired carriage to return home. 
The carriage was driven by William 
Bodgeis, a steady man of fifty-six 
years. To reach its destination the 
carriage had to cross Blackhoath by a 
rather lonely road near tothelato resi- 
dence of tho Duke of Connaught. 
About tou minutes ten to o'clock, and 
in a dark situation, close to tho gravel 
' it, two men rushed to the horse's head, 
seized the reins with such vigour that 
the horse, which had been on a brisk 
trot, was thrown back on its haunches, 
and each presenting a pistol at the 
head of tho driver, threatened to blow 
out his brains if lie spoko or moved. 
With an amount of dexterity which 
the startled driver cannot comprehend 
they unbuckled the reins from the bit, 
leaving the animal beyond control, and 
just as Mr. Hodgson opened the car- 
riage window to inquire tho cnuso of 
tho delay he was confronted by one of 
tho highwaymen, while tne other sim- 
ultaneously opened tho other window 
and introduced his head. The two 
robbers sternly demanded "Your 
money or your life." Tho two ladies 
wore much agitatod, and tho gontlo- 
man, fearing that a pisto! shot aimed 
at himself might accidentally injure 
one of his companions, handed to tho 
highwaymen tho loose siiver which ho 
had in his pocket, about 5s. This they 
said would not satisfy them, and thoy 
asked for his purse, which ho deliver- 
ed, with its contents, two £5 bank 
notes and about £7 in gold. Immedi- 
ately on receiving the purse, and with- 
out waiting to examine it, tho thieves 
ran off in the direction of Greenwich, 
and disappeared in tho darkness. No 
clue has yet been obtainod to tho rob- 
bers. 

The Board of Trade inquiry into tho 
loss of tho Guion mail steamer near 
Point Lynas, on the 10th May, has 
coucludod. Evidence of a very contra- 
dictory nature was given. It was 
shown that tho ship was allowed to 
approach as close to Point Lynas as 
ono and throe-quarter miles, a:i unusu- 
ally short distance, and that sho was 
not properly steered out from tho laud 
afterwards. On behalf of the captain 
and second officer, against whom tho 
solicitor to thu Board of Trade prefer- 
red charges of negligently navigating, 
it was ui god that they gavo orders 
which would Luvo carried tho steamer 
safely had thoy been duly obeyed. Mr. 
Kothery, Q. 0., president of tho court, 
delivered a very long judgment, in the 
course of which ho said the court con- 
sidered the master and second officer 
had beou negligent in tho performance 
of their duties, more especially in not 
seeing their orderswero carried out. Tho 
courtseveroly condemned tho" vicious" 
system of conducting the steering of 
the Dakota, which made it possiblo 
for independent and conflicting orders 
to bo bont to tho wheel house. They 
considered that this largely detracted 
from tho culpability of the captain and 
socond mate, and rendered it of such 
a minor nature as to be met by a severe 
reprimand. Against throo of tho wit- 
nesses — seamen to whom tho steoriug 
had beou entrusted— the court oxprass- 



od the opinion that thoy had been 
guilty of perjury in their evidence at 
tho inquiry.

We have in Victoria n very eiliciont 
staff of firemen, two steam and two Land 
engines well equipped with tho best 
quality of hose, an unlimited supply of 
water willi a pvessnro direct from the 
mains sufliciont to throw a stream ovor 
tho highest building iu tho city. For tho 
maintenance of tho fire brigade and the 
water works tho public: purso is largely 
drawn upon, and in the enso of persons 
within the City limits who take tho pre- 
caution to iusuro their property a special 
flro rato of one-oighth of one per cent, on 
tho amount insured is levied. It is wor- 
thy of remark that years before tho pro 
sent facilities for aubduiny Ores wor 
providod, when thora wcro but two hand- 
ongiues, a supply of poor hoso, and no wa- 
ter supply savo a limited quantity of the 
consistency of pea-soup conducted by 
means of wooden pipes laid from Har- 
ris' pond through a few of the streets, and 
tho danger of a groat conflagration was 
tenfold greater that at present, insurance 
ratos were tho aiimo as now. There is an- 
other point worthy of attention. Tho 
Municipal law that levies an as- 
sessment of one-eighth of a cent 
on insured property fails to reach 
tho man who does not insure unloss 
ho owns improved real estate. If he does 
not insure his personal property— such as 
goods, furniture, plant, machinery, etc. — 
ho oscapos scot freo. If, on tho other 
hand, ho owns buildings that are not in- 
surable, ho is still called on to pay tho tiro 
rate. The unfairness of this tax must bo 
apparent to any one who will reflect for a 
moment. Tho public, since thoy are called 
on the provide them, should reap tho 
benefit ot improved appliances for tho ex- 
tinguishment of tiros. 

THE GOVERNMENT MINING EN- 
GINEER'S REPORT. 

If tho expectations of the Government 
mining engineer a<> to tho value and im- 
portance of tho copper and silver lodes at 
Howo Sound be realized, this country will 
shortly enter upon a career of prosperity 
and wealth that will mako tho pristine 
glories of old Cariboo palo by comparison. 
Mr. Harpcs pronounces tho lodo a truo 
fissure voin 2% feet in width, running 
nearly east and west, with a perpendiou- 
' lar foot wall. Tho ore ho Bays is rich and 
carries a largo percentage of silver; and 
the lode is the richest of Us character he has 
teen on this coast or iu England. Mr. Har- 
per is a man of large experience, and his 
report will not bo lightly regarded by 
thoso who have known him for yeais and 
who rely on his judgment. The granitic 
formation at Howe Sound is similar to that 
of Cornwall and Nevada. In concluding his 
report the engineer expresses tho belief 
that tho country between Howo Sound 
and Jarvis Inlot will bo a great mining 
district. Location favors Howo Sound. 
It opens on the sea; ships can load with 
oro at tho mine for Swansea, and fuel is 
so plentiful as to be had for the taking. 
Theso are advantages tho mines of Nevada 
and Central California do not possess — 
transportation to tho seaboard boing ex- 
pensive, and fuel both scarce and dear. 
Tho wisdom of tho Government in obtain- 
ing tho sorvicos of Mr. Harper is already 
demonstrated by his report on Howe 
Sound. 

PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 

For what particular sphere in life are 
tho public school children of the Province 
being prepared V If wo read aright tho 
speeches delivered at tho somi-annnal ex- 
aminations the chief aim of their educa- 
tion is to fit them for lawyers, politicians 
and ludies. Nearly all who address tho 
scholar? endeavor to stimulate their youth- 
ful ambition by sotting a great man on a 
pinnacle and advising them to try and 
scale tho dizzy height which so many es- 
say but few reach. It doos not seem to 
enter tho mind of any one to inform the 
boys and girls that thero are victories to 
bo gained iu tho lower as well us the 
higher walks of lif.o;— that a young man 
may shine in mechanics, in tho arts and 
■ jiences, and that young women, by in- 
dustry and neatness, may becomo excel- 
lent housekeepors and valuablo helpmeets 
of good husbands. Ho far as wo" know 
( f tho educational system of tho coun- 
try it is good and practical in its charac- 
ter; but all the boys cannot expect to be 
merchants, lawyers, doctors, etc., nor all 
tho girls to inherit money or marry no- 
blemen and rido in carriages.

Report of the Government Mining; 
Engineer on the Howe Sound 
Copper Mine. 

A COUNTRY RICH IN MINERAL 
WEALTH I 

Victobla, R. 0., June, 26, 1877. 

Snt,— I have tho honor to inform you 
that in pursuance of instructions received 
by me, I proceeded to vi-it and inspect 
tho Howe Sound copper and silver mine, 
and heg to report as follows: In conse- 
quence of a considerable depth of snow 
on tho summit of fho mountain, where tho 
mine is situated, I was not nblo to fol- 
low the lode continuously for any groat 
distance, hut on the south oast side tharo 
waa about throe huudred feet of tlio lodo 
exposed. I examined it and found it 
it about two and one-half feot wide run- 
ning nearly east and west. Tho lode, which 
I pronounce to ho a truo fissure vein, has 
a perpendicular foot wall. Thore aro 
stringers further south which at a lower 
level will run into the lode. The oro is 
of a rich character, made of what are 
known as peacock and grey oro and oxido 
of copper. It carries also a largo per- 
centage of silver. It is the richest one of 
this character . I havo ever seen on this 
coaBt or in Eugland, 

The formation is granite. In Cornwall, 
Eugland, the richest copper mines are in 
granite. In Nevada tho richest silvor 
mines with the exception of tho Corn- 
stock are in granite. I firmly believe that 
the lode will at a greater depth from tho 
surface prove to be richer in silver than 
in copper. I can with confidence recom- 
mend it to mining capitalists. 

I hog to inform you that thore is no 
road to the mine which is in consequence 
at present difficult of accesB. I w ould re- 
commend that a competent person ho. sent 
to examine the country betwoen tho mine 
and the salt water with a view to laying 
out a road in tho most eligible location. 
Not only may tho mine I have made par- 
ticular reference to bo thus opened, but 
the ground on tho east and wost may bo 
worked also.

Supreme Court. 

[Before Mr. Justice Gray.) 



Wednesday, June 27. 

John Ruins, oonvicted at tbo last As- 
sizes of robbery from tlio person, and 
whoso, sentence was delayed pending an 
appeal on a point of law to tho full bench, 
was placed in tho dock for judgment. 

Mr. McBlmen asked tho Court to deal 
leniently with tho prisoner, who had been 
a long timo in gaol, and who, being a 
stranger, had been unable to procure tho 
attendance of important 'witnesses tor tho 
defence. 

Judgo Gray, after remarking on tho 
enormity of tho offence of a man who kept 
a public house taking advantage of Ihe 
i ntoxicated state of a customer to rob him , 
said that in consequence of tho .excellent 
previous character of tho prisoner, and 
taking into consideration tho fact that, ho 
had been kept in gaol since December 
la*t , Bontencod him to bo imprisoned for 
the term of three months without hard 
labor. 

The prisoner, who boo mod much grati- 
fied at tho lightnesi of tho sentence, was 
then returned to gaol.

The drainago bas been en- 
larged and everything possible done to 
mako tho house one of tho largest and 
finest in Victoria. Mr. Hickman's new 
fireproof stores on Government street, will 
be 45 feet front by tit) feet tie >p. The 
buildings will ho two stories with baso- 
mont, and will contain two commodious 
b tores, besides basement. The building 
will ho of brick and will add greatly to 
tho appearance of Government. On Oud- 
boro Ray road Mr. 1'. T. Johnston has 
enlarged his nursery and is having built 
a comfortable dwelling facing on the 
street that skirts Regent, Park on ihe 
West. _

Shocking Murder at Chemainus. 

A lonely old man named F. Richardson, 
owning a farm on Ohemainua Prairie, 
about half a mile from the bridge, was 
shot nud instantly killed on Saturday 
evening last between 7 and 8 o'clock. Tho 
old man came to his door to lookout, and 
was shot down. Prom indications ob- 
served after tho murder it appears that 
the murderer lay in wait for his victim 
and shot him from behind tho fonco. An 
inquest was hold by Mr. Morley, coronor 
for tbo district, and a verdict returned 
of willful murder by some person or per- 
sons unknown. Tho deceased was buried 
at Quamioban yesterday. Ho was an old 
man-of-war's man, and his farm is a very 
fine one. Tho perpetrators aro believed 
to bo Indians. 

Tho bVea Press says: — "It appears that 
Mr. Richardson had been away from homo 
on Saturday the 23rd inst., nssikting one 
of bin neighbors to raids a barn. On his 
return home in tho evening ho was shot 
a*, his own door, apparently by soma one 
lying in ambush. On Sunday at 10 a.m. 
Mr. John Buck, calling at Mr. Richard- 
son's place, found bim doad. From the 
evidence taken before tho jury it appears 
that when Mr. Richardson caino homo he 
began making preparation* to light a firo, 
niul was in tlio act of carrying in wood 
for that purposo. Ho got as far as tho 
door with the wood in his arms, when ho 
was shot, tho wood falling on tho door- 
sill, perforated with shot, as were also tho 
door-casings. It appears that tho murd- 
erer being aware of Mr. Richardson's ab- 
sence from home that day secreted him- 
self in the garden and awaited his return. 
Suspicion rests upon nn Indian with whom 
Mr. K. had some difficulty."

CANADA. 
St. John, Juno 20. — Insurnnco 
agents cull upon all parties insured lo 
present chums immediately for adjust- 
ment. Five hundred people cauie to 
tho rink yesterday asking for food and 
clothing. Enormous crowds of people 
aro arriving to view tho wreck. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Jacksonville, 111. ,Juuo 26. — Damage 
to wheat in this country by yesterday's 
storm is estimated at one hundred 
thousand dollars. There is much other 
damage; all tho crooks aro overflowing 
and tho lowlands Hooded. 

Champagne, 111., Jtmo 20.- -Tho sur- 
rounding country suffered severely by 
storm. Probably ouo hundred houses 
and buildings wero damaged. Rain 
fell in torrents, and trees are uprooted 
by scores. 

Kan Kakke, 111. , Juno 20. — East 
bound express for Cincinnati, threo 
miles north of horo, was caught by 
wind yesterday, and the locomotive 
and cars wore thrown from tho track 
into a ditch. Of tho fifteen passengers 
all wero nioro or less bruised, but none 
seriously injured. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

Bucharest, Juno 26.— Simultaneously 
with tho crossing into Drobudscha news 
comes of a general movement of Russian 
troops between Slalina and Alexandria 
down the Danubo. Earnest bombardment 
continued along tho whole line Sunday, 
including batteries at Alteletza, Rocket, 
Grohova a id Kalafat. The Turks are re- 
ported preparing to concentrate their 
forces on tho lower Danubo and fortress- 
es, forming tho quadrilaterial of Rust- 
chuk, Silistria,Shumla and Varna, leaving 
tho Widdiu forca isolated. In Drobud- 
scha tho fall of Tulutsclia and Schula 
cannot bo far distant as tho Turkish forces 
ocoupying thorn are cut oil from tho lines 
of communications and reinforcements. 
Rus-ian agents have been despatched to 
Hamburg, Bremen and the United States 
to onlist sailors for tho navy. Five now 
men-of-war are to be lauuohed at Oerosta. 

EltZEROUM, Juuo 25— After tho battle at 
Luradekur, June 18th, tho |Tnrks having 
fallen back on Delibaba, the Russian left 
took possession of Delibaba Pass and for- 
tified it. Tho Russian right wing having 
retired somewhat, Mukbtar Pasha tele- 
graphed Rashid Pasha to join him with 
nine of the twelvo battalions forming the 
Turkish left wing. Mukhtar quitted his 
headquarters at Zwen on the night of 
Juno 17tli for Delibaba to take command 
of the Turkish right wing in person. The 
following day he received reinforcements 
which raised tho strongth of tho right 
wing to nineteen battalions and four ca- 
valry regiments. Tho Russians in Deli- 
baba Pass numbered 20,000 with live bat- 
teries. Several skirmishes were fought 
on June 20th, and on tho 21st Mukhtar 
Pasha attacked tho pass, fighting from 
in tho morniug until 8 in tho evening. 
The Russians woro at first driven from 
their positions, but they afterwards re- 
captured them and attackod tho Turkish 
positions on the heights with charges of 
infantry and cavalry . Tho Turkish front 
gave way for a short time, but afterwards 
rallied, charged the Russians and drove 
them back. Tho Turks then opened a 
terrible artillery firo and compelled tho 
Russians to fall back with heavy loss. It 
is reckoned that tho Russian loss is at 
least double that of the Turks. On tho 
22nd Mukhtar again fought a severe 
battle. Tho Russian cavalry were placed 
in an entrenchment to act as infantry, 
but ultimately the Turks drove thorn out 
and pursued them, the Russians retreat 
ing in disorder to Seidtin, where tho 
fighting lasted 13 bonis. Tho Turkish 
loss, aooorking to latest accounts, was 
upwards of 2000 and tho Russians much 
heavier. The Turkish headquarters are 
still at Zwen, whore 21 battalions and two 
batteries occupy an excellent position un- 
assailable in fron*. On the 23rd G000 
Russians began to advance against this 
position. It is very probable a battle will 
be fought here. Tho Turks await tho as- 
sault. If it is not attempted they will 
advance and endeavor to crush the corps. 
Ismael Pasha, Govornor of Erzoroum, 
commands tho centre during the absence 
of Mukhtar Pasha. 

So far, all attacks upon Kara have been 
repulsed with loss. 

Constantinople, Juno 25. — A Turkish 
newspaper announces tho capitulation of 
tho Russians at Rayazid. Tho same paper 
states that Snliman Pasha has entered the 
capital of Montenegro. 

Dervish Pasha telegraphs from Batoum 
Juuo 23. — Wo have repulsed several at- 
tacks of tho Russians and finally compelled 
them to withdraw thoir batteries and re- 
treat with 1,600 killed and wounded 
Darkness coming on wo could not bri. 1 , 
up our artillery and therefore did not oc- 
cupy the entrenchments which tho Rus- 
sians abandoned, but returned to our for- 
mer positions. A telegram from the Gov- 
ernor slates that a frigate assisted in tho 
foregoing affair by tho bombardment of 
the entrenchments of tho Russians and 
acknowledges that seven Turkish officers 
and 80 mon were killed. 

RusTciiiJE, Juno 25. — Sunday night tho 
bombardment of this town by tho Rus- 
sians became terrible. Tho Turks stood 
fire with groat coolness, replying vigor- 
ously end with good aim. A shell has 
fallen in the prison and killed two pris- 
oners. Several non-combatnnts havo been 
killed and wounded. Shots havo struck 
the German, English and Belgian consu- 
lates. Shells burst near the hospital, but 
tho Russian firo seems directed to the cen- 
tre of the town and continues to-day with 
great vigor. A Rustchuk dispatch says 
ono hundred pooplo havo been killed iu 
tho streets by Russian shells. 

Vienna, J uno 2(i.— It is supposed tbo 
Ozar will leave Bucharest for Alexandria 
to bo present at tho crossing. 

Ibrail, June 26. — Tho Turks havo re- 
treated toward Lodidgo on the line of the 
Kustandje railway. Tho whole of tho 
north end of Dobrudsoha is abandoned. 
They will probably make another stand at 
this place, Another attempt at crossing 
the Danube between Giurgovo and Tamer 
is likely, 

RusTOHOK.June 20.— The Russians havo 
, made a second crossing at Herzova, A 
force of 8000 men passed over and has of- 



| footed a junction with detachments com- 
ing from Matohin and will to-morrow 
moroh against tho Turkish line of defonco 
between Czenovoda and Hustondjo. Tho 
Turks aro making great exertions to break 
tho lino at Tmjou's W r all between Czouo- 
Yoda and Kustondjo which has been 
strengthened by recent fortifications 
throughout its whole luugth. Both sides 
make the usual charges of inhumanity 

Bucharest, Juno 2G.— Turkish shells 
struck the hospital nt Grourna. 

Erzeroum, Juno 2G.— Tho bombard- 
ment of Ears is very severe— tho garrison 
suffers greatly. 

London, Juno 26.— England's neutrality 
m the existing war is now considered ab- 
solutely assured so long as Russia keens 
her pledges not to interfere with British- 
Indian interests or routes. It is also as- 
sured hero that Russia will demand as a 
condition of peace tho cesssion of Servia 
and Bosnia to Austria, a portion of Ar- 
menia to tho Ozar, and the cession of Bul- 
garia to Roumnnia to bo erected into in- 
dependent states to hold tho mouth of tho 
Dunubo under international guarantees 
as Belgium holds tho mouth of tho Rhine. 
Germany probably will not object to this 
arrangement.but tho only thing apparent- 
ly certain is that tho coutinoutal powers 
expect to settle tho now boundaries with- 
out regard to England, who is iu such a 
position that her diplomacy is practically 
powerless to affect the question. This 
creates some uneasiness beoauso it seems 
to leave England no ehoico but absolute 
acquiescence or remonstrance by means 
of aggressive war.
